POLITICAL CASES ON TRIAL. 


nn. in North Carolina Over Some 
Contests. 

Cuartorre, N. C., June 26.—[Specia).]— 
There is a great case on trial this week at a 
special term of Montgomery county superior 
court at Troy. Four hundred witnesses and 
thirty-odd lawyers are engaged. 

The republican candidates for sheriff and 
register of deeds of Montgomery have sued the 
present incumbents for their offices. These 
cases take precedence over all others; so the 
first case called was that of Travis N. Harris 
vs. G. N. Scarborough. 

After calling about one hundred and fifty 
witnesses, the parties said they were ready. 
4 motion was made to quash the 
panel of jurors . drawn by the 
county commissioners to serve at this 
term on the ground that the sheriff (Leach, the 
present incumbent,) had u key to the jury box,

A OXCOLONE IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


A Large Structure Dashed to Pieces—Six 
Men Killed. 

Movurt CARMEL, Pa., June 26. —The Patter- 
son Coal Company’s breaker, located at Nat- 
alie, a village two miles north of ¢his city, was 
destroyed by a cyclone this afternoon, and the 

ollowing persons were killed: J. N. Blossom, 
wiley, Pa.; J. Bentley Dodson, Shick- 
shinny, Pa.; Richard Roberts, Luzerne bor- 
ough ; Wittiam- Lodge, Luzerne._bareugh ; an 
Italian unknown, and another stranger still 
under the debris. 

The breaker was located on the summit of * 
big mountain about sixteen hundred feet above 
sea level. It ran almost due east and west. 
The structure was about three hundred feet 
in length, and the highest point was 165 
feet. 

Lodge, Roberts and the two unknown men 
were slate roofers, and§jwere engaged in roof- 
ing the breaker at the time of the 
accident. The other two killed were carpen- 
ters, and met their death while employed at 
work on the interior of the breaker. 

Shortly after noon the sky in the north be- 
came black, and the darkness grew in in- 
tensity. The men perched on their high 
tower gazed on the advancing storm, expect- 
ing to descend in time to avoid the rain. Sud- 
denly a flash of lightning illuminated the hor- 
izon, a thunder peal that shook all the neigh- 
borhood followed, and the next minute a 
terrible wind gust gathered up the mighty 
structure asthough it were a feather, and 
whirling itaround, dashed it to ruin. The 
men were mangled almost beyond recognition. 

The breaker was one of the largest in the 
region, its . ing about forty thousand

’ ceeded one hundred thousand dollars. The 
loss falls on Wilkesbarre, Pittsburg and Phila- 
delphia capitalists.

SIMMONS GETS SIX YEARS. ” 


Sentenee Pronounced by the Court on the 
Embezzler. 

New York, June 26.—James A. Simmons, 
who was convicted of aiding General Peter I. 
Claasen, president of the Sixth National 
bank, in the embezzlement of the funds of 
that institution, was today brought up for 
sentence before Judge Benedict in the United 
States circuit court. When asked if he had 
anything to say why sentence should not be 
pronounced, he merely shook his headin the 
negative. Judge Benedict said that the evi- 
dence left no room for doubt as to the guilt of 
the accused. Thecourt had taken into con- 
sideration the recommendation of the jury for 
mercy. Nevertheless, the sentence must be 
severe. The judge then sentenced the ac- 
cused to six years’ imprisonment in the Erie 
county penitentiary. An appeal will be 
taken to the United States supreme court.

THE AMOUNT OF TRADE DOLLARS AT MINTS 


The 


Meeting Yesterday to Discuss 
Continued Coinage of Silver—The 
Conclusion Reached. 

‘Wasuinacron, June 26.—A regular meeting 
of the cabinet was held today, beginning at 
111930 o’clock. The absentees were Blaine and 
Proctor and Attorney General Miller. The 
or “topic of discussion was the con- 

6 of silver after July ist. After 
. 5 meeting, Secretary Foster made 
the following statement in regard to the silver 
question: 

“Aatter a fall and careful consideration of 
the law relating to the coinage of silver, 
I find that the act of March 3, 1691, 
requires that the secretary of the treasury 
Shall, as soon as practicable, coin trade dollar 
bars into silver dollars. I also find that 
$150,000 has been appropriated for the recoin- 
age of subsidiary silver coin into suth denomi- 
nations as will best serve to give it circulation. 
There is a constant demand for small coins, 
principally dimes, which the mints have not 
been able to supply. The secretary of the 
treasury has decided that his first duty in this 
matter is to obey the direction of congress. 
Congress has ordered the coinage of trade 
dollar bars into standard silver dollars. The 
coinage of trade dollar bars in this manner 
will transform what cost $5,087,795 into 5,148,- 
281 standard dollars. The secretary finds that 
it will require ‘perhaps four months to perform 
the work of coining trade dollar bars into 
standard dollars and recoining subsidiary 
silver, Therefore, the question of continued 
coinage offsilver dollars, as heretofore, is not a 
practical one at present. 

THE TRADE DOLLAR BULLION. 


„The trade dollar bullion which is to be 
coined into standard silver dollars is stored in 
the mints at Philadelphia and New Orleans. 
It results from the melting into bars of trade 
dollars redéemed at their face value, under 
the act of March 3, 1867, providing for the re- 
demption of all such coins not mutilated, de- 
faced or stamped, presented within six months 
from the date of the act. The total number 
redeemed was 7,689,036, a portion of which 
have actually been coined into subsidiary 
coin. The act of March 3, 1891, o- 
vid however, that the balance should be 
coined into standard silver dollars only, and that 
this should be done as soon as practicable.’ 
Owing to the mandatory coinage of 2,000,000 
ounces of silver; or $2,585,000 a month until 
the first proximo, under the act of July 14, 
* it has been impracticable up to this time 

to coin trade dollars. The amount stored at 
Philadelphia is 1,385,425 fine ounces, and the 
amount at New leans, 3,038,879 fine ounces.

$150,000 for the recoinage of uncurrent frac- 
tional silver coin now in the treasury, abraded 
bélow the limit of tolerance. This is about as 
much as has been appropriated for the last six 

—_ altogether. It is estimated 
from what has already been recoined that the 
loss which this appropriation will reimburse 
will be about 5 per cent; that is, it will pay che 
loss on recoinage of from $3, 000,000 to $4,000 


THE COINAGE OF DIMES. 

„The demand for dimes continues unabated, 
and moét of the recoinage for the present will 
be of that denomination, although twenty-five 
cent pieces may also be coined at San Fran- 
cisco. The coinage of dimes daring the last 
three years has been $3,176,471 or 31,564,762 
pieces, the principal part of which was er- 
ecuted at the Philadelphia mint, taxing that 


mint, with its cramped space, to its utmost 
capacity. It is proposed to distribute this re- 
coinage between the mints at San Francisco, 


Philadelphia and New Orleans. 


THE STOT“ FEEDERS. 

“By the law, the coinage of the minor coin 
one-cent and five-cent pieces—is confihed to 
the mint at Philadelphia.

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Powder Houses Near Galveston Explode— 
; Great Damage Done. 

New Orieans, June 26.—A Times-Demo- 
crat. Galveston specialsays: About 11 o’clock 
this morning, during the prevalence of an 
electrical storm which passed over the city, 
a bolt of lightning descended, striking and 
exploding the powder house of the Amerfean 
Powder company, containing 2,000 kegs of 
powder. The concussion caused the 
Hazard & Dupont Powder company’s pow- 
der house to explode, and also the maga- 
zine of Victor Cortina’s. Although these 
powder magazines were located near Eagle 
Grove, four miles west of the city, the shock of 
the explosion caused houses to rock and sway 
in the city as if in the throes of an earth- 
quake. Glass was broken, doors flung open, 
plaster fell from walls, goodscame tumbling 
down from shelves, caused by the swaying of 
buildings, and people stood aghast at what 
they knew not. 

A telephone message from the scene of the 
disaster told the cause of the perturbation and 


‘dispelled the fear that had seized upon the 


people. Chaos and ruin marked the scene of 
the disaster. Where the powder house stood 
there is not a vestige of the building and the site 
of the American powder magazine is marked 
by a hole in the ground 120 feet 
in circumference and from 200 to 300 
feet.in depth. Scantlings were hurled into 
the air half a mile by the terrible force of 


the explosion. Brick and other debris are scat- 


tered over a large area of territory. Buildings 
in the immediate neighborhood and for three- 
quarters of a mile distant are“ badly wrecked 
and an a number of persons hurt—one man 
fatally. |

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And Paid the Penalty of His Crime Yes- 
terday at 12:30 O’Clock—He Said 
He Was Prepared to Die. 

Bann, Ga., June 26.—[Special.j— 
Ezekiel Lomax, the wife murderer, was 
hanged here today at 12:30 o’clock. 

He spoke to an immense crowd about ten 
minutes, confessing his crime and saying he 
was prepared to die. = 

Lomax’s wife’s brother went on the gibbet 
to bid him goodby, and the two men embraced. 
The prisoner entrusted the care of his child 
to his brother-in-law. The scene was very 
affecting. At the prisoner’s request a pho- 
tographer desisted from taking a picture of 
the execution. One thousand spectators wi 
nessed the hanging. 

His crime na a of the most brutal that 
has ever occurred in this county. Both he 
and his wife came here during last winter 
from Mitchell county, where they were reared, 
Mrs, Lomax having two brothers here doing 
business as liquor dealers. On the morning of 
the 2d day of last March, Lomax went tos 
livery stable here and ordered a good saddle 
horse, saying that he wished to go into the 
country four or five miles, and would return 
within three or four hours. 

After hiring the horse he went to his brother- 
in-law, Mr. C. C. Willis, and borrowed $2. 
With this he went to a liquor saloon and pur- 
chased two bottles of whisky, mounted the 
horse and went to his home, which was a 
house on the premises of Mr. E. J. Willis, 
who, with his family, was on a visit to Mitchell 
county. He found his wife alone in the house. 
A negro woman happened to be on the 
premises. When he discovered her 
presence he concealed himself behind an 
outhouse in the yard, though not before he 
had been noticed by her. The woman left the 
premises very soon, leaving Mrs. Lomax alone 
in the house. Availing himself of the oppor- 
tunity, he entered the house, seized his wife, 
who at the time was making up her bed, threw 
her on it and smothered or choked her to 
death. 

Little Bell Lomax, their daughter, about 
thirteen years old, being absent at school, re- 
turned home at noon, to find the doors and 
windows closed. Opening and entering a 
window, her eyes fell with horror on the 
form of her mother lying cold in death. 
She gave the alarm to a neighboring family, 
from which the alarm soon reached Sheriff L. 
F. Patterson, who within a short time was on 
track of the murderer. After a pursuit of 
about five hours and breaking down three fast 
horses he overtook him two miles east of 
Camilla, Ga. 

On the way back, Lomax tried to ecape by 
jumping from a car window. He ran some 
distance but was recaptured. : 

Amongst the witnesses against Lomax was 
his own daughter, Bell, who swore that her 
father had for some time threatened to kill 
her mother, and that he said he would have 
done it before if he could have had the oppor- 
tunity. 

A Hanging in Shreveport. 

SHREVEPORT, La., June 26,—Tom Harris, colored 
was hanged inside the parish jail today tor the 
murder of Ella Franklin, his mistress, who was 
killed on Texas avenue on Friday night, May 12th: 
His attack on the woman was ferocious. With a 
knife he severed! her juguiar vein and carotid 
artery. The crime was committed in public view 
and was prompted by jealousy. Harris barely 
escaped lynching at the time. He ascended the 
scaffold with manifest resignation and expressed 
regret over his crime and hoped he would be for-

A Young Man Badly Cut Up- Another Uut- 
ting Affray.

A Flexible Doctrine.

Great Britain presumes upon the weak- 
ness of Venezuela, and quietly absorbs her 
gold fieldsand other possessions without a 
shadow of right. The aggressors refuse to 
go into an arbitration. They constitute 
themselves the sole judges of the matters in 
controversy, and proceed upon the theory 
that might makes right. | 

From time to time there has been some 
talk about the vigorous foreign policy of 
our government, and it has been said 
that the Monroe doctrine would be reas- 
serted, but the outlook is not promising. 

The truth is, there is a disposition on the 
part of the administration to uphold the Mon- 
roe doctrine when it can be done easily and 
advantageously. But when sucha course 
would cause the British lion to show his 
teeth, it is quite another matter. The situ- 
ation, then, is briefly this: Venezuela will 
receive our aid against the aggression of a 
feeble European power, but when she is at 
the mercy of a formidable foe like Great 
Britain she must look out for herself. The 
Harrison idea is that we can afford to adopt 


a vigorous policy when there is no danger, 


but at other times our course should be one 
of masterly inactivity. We are under 
strong obligations to protect Venezuela, but 
for all that we are going to allow her to be 
robbed right under our noses, without even 
a protest, 2

$11,000,000 and Austria $4,500,000. Nor

So far as our contemporary itself is con- 
‘cerned, apart from its correspondent and Mr. 
Carnegie, the only assertion in its article ap- 
pears to be that ‘‘gold is valuable in itself, 
not made so by legal enactment, and is used 
by all advanced nations because of its in- 
trinsic value over all other metals.“ This, 
of course, is mere assertion and it cannot be 
proven. Our contemporary would find it no 
easy task to explain what intrinsic value“ 
is, but whatever it may be it is absolutely 
true that legislation alone gives value to gold 
as money. Let the world simultaneously 
determine that no nation shall hereafter use 
gold as money, its value would be just that 
created by the demand forthe arts which is 
now about half the annual product. There 
are no intrinsic qualities possessed by gold 
which are denied to silver, and asthe chief 
use of both is as money, the value of either 
is necessarily dependent upon legislation. 
We agree with The Citizen that both sides 
of this question should be considered, but 
‘this cannot be done so long as argument on 
one side is met by mere assertion on the 
other. 


The Old and the New. 

The Brunswick Times is inclined to think 
that THE CONSTITUTION accepts the public 
school system because it is here, and not be- 
cause of any hearty endorsement of public 
schools. Our contemporary goes far out of 
the way for the purpose of making a mis- 
take. We believe THe CoNsTITUTION has 
taken stronger ground in favor of the exten- 
sion and perfection of the system and 
pressed the legislature more closely to securé 
an increase and. enlargement of the school 
fund than any other newspaper in Georgia, 
and its influence in this direction has been 
exercised not only in its editorial columns, 
but in active work. 

Our contemporary is also mistaken when 
it remarks that the talk about the ‘old 
field’ schools, and the system in vogue be- 
fore the war, is of a sentimental sort, which

It would perhaps be unfair at this time 
to measure the results of our public school 
system and place them over against the re- 
sults of the old field’’ school system. It 
is enough to say that the greatest men 
Georgia has produced—in fact, nearly all 
her great men who have more than a ‘local 
fame—got the beginnings of their education 
in the old field“ school, Weare free to 
say thatthe old system would not suit our 
present condition. The changes wrought 
by the war have been greater than some of 
us are willing to admit, Fate has given us 
hostages. The old democratic ideas have 
been so modified by the pressure of circum- 
stances that they are no longer democratic. 
We permit the state to take charge of af- 
fairs which weré formerly alien to its pow- 
ers. The negro problem strikes deep be- 
neath the surface of things, and seems to 
be at the bottom of all. Following hard on 
the heels of state education, whichis the 
result of our necessities, will come the de- 
mand for compulsory education. If the 
state is the teacher, the state isthe parent, 
and along this line of progress (if it really 
be progress) the tendency is well-nigh 
inevitable. : 

Yet all this need not prevent a thoughtful 
citizen from paying a passing tribute to a 
system which, before the war, gave such 
happy results. The old field’? school was 
presided over by men whose scholarship was 
ofthe highest order, and whose interest in 
their profession was lasting and profound. 
The schoolhouses in which they taught were 
at once primary schools and academies. The 
pupils who came out of these old field“ 
schools were able to enter the university 


cation was concerned, than are some of the 
graduates of our colleges.

‘“‘tael,”’ and then the Austrian double thaler.

CONSUMERS OF COML WILL FEEL IT 


A Meeting to Protest Suggested. 
Interviews from Other Cities. 


The rise in coal rates was a subject of gen- 
eral comment yesterday, and expressions of in- 
dignation at the action of the railroads were 
heard on all sides. When the council commit- 
tee was negotiating for lighting the city in fut- 
ure, they were met by the statement that the 
price of coal had advanced, and the electric 
light people used that fact as an argument 
against the rate which the committee 
thought the§city should have on arc lights. 

The same thing will come up daily in 
all sorts of contracts. No figures were 
given yesterday for points beyond Atlanta, 
but it may be explained in a word by the 
fact that the rise in rates to Atlanta will 
affect points beyond, except in cases like 
Savannah or Charleston where water com- 
petition holds rail rates in check. 

It is a general raise, and all the con- 
sumers of coal who are dependent on the 
supply from the Alabama and Tennessee 
fields will feel the weight of the increase. 
THe COoNsTITUTION'’s correspondents show 
how the matter affects other towns. 


In Other Places. 

Roux, Ga., June 26.—[Special.]—The article 
in today’s ConsTITruTION on “High Freight 
Rates on Coal“ was the subject of much com- 
mentin Rome. It may have asplendid effect. 
The feeling against the monopoly is strong, 
and the people want to get out ofits power,

Icalled on Mr. George Hockey, superin- 
tendent of the Augusta gas works, and a large 
dealer in coal, this afternoon, and asked him 
his opinion of the raise.

commissioners. Mr. Hookey says the Georgia 
road has not advanced its rates from Atlanta 
to Augusta, but it has always charged about 
three-quartersof a cent more a mile than the 
roads charged to deliver it to Atlanta. 

As to the cost of gas, Mr. Hooker says he 
cannot advance the price, as he has contracted 
to furnish it for $2 a thousand and the con- 
tract does not expire for two years, but he 
says the profits of the company will be af- 
fected. : 

President E. J. Cosgrove, of the Co-opera- 
tive Coal Supply Company, was alsoseen. He, 
too, believes the advance isa hardship upon 
consumers and thinks it will reduce the sales 
of coal. He says coal is shipped to Charleston 
via Augusta at lower rates than is charged to 
haul it to Augusta. 

President Estes, of the King mill, and 
President Scheers, of the brewery, are also 
kicking about the advance in freights and 
when cold weather comes, the whole town 
will kick when it becomes generally known 
that the price of coal has gone up. 
It is considered a shame that the railroads are 
allowed to charge such exhorbitant rates and 


yearly. TRE Consttrurion’s editorial on the 
subject is commended by all. 
The Situation in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 26.—The price of bisu- 
minous coal will be affected here the same as 
in other cities by the advance in freight rates 
by the railroad companies. There is compara- 
tively little of it used here outside of the rail- - 
roads, although a demand was springing up for 
it. This demand will doubtless receive a 
serious check by the advance. The great mass 
of coal consumers here use the anthracite, 
which is brought by water from Baltimore and 
Philadelphia in schooners chartered for the 
purpose at a cost of 75 cents per ton. Many of 
the places requiring large quantities of coal 
have been using bituminous in part of late, but 
will probably return entirely to anthracite 
coal. On the general public the increase in 
rates will have no effect, 


Dr. Rankin Makes a Suggestion. 

Epitor Constitution: I bave read with 
much interest your editorial on the freight 
rates on coal and the disastrous effects which 
it will produce on the manufactories of At- 
lanta. This is a matter of such great import- 
ance to the manufacturing interests that it 
would seem desirable for some concerted action 
by those representing such enterprises, It has 
been my experience that the railroads will 


give consideration to whatever is brought to | 


their attention in a respectful and business- 
like manner, and I think itis certainly worth 
a trial in this case. This great advance in the 
freight on coal will certainly cripple many of 
the manufacturing establishments, because 
the margin of profit is very small, and the 
competition is very great. Take for instance 
the Atlanta Glass Company. The coal 
consumed in a blast of about forty-two 
weeks—from September ist to the last Satur- 
day in June—is about 3,000 tons. We had 
intended increasing the capacity for the next 
blast to take about 4,000 tons, but if the price 
is to be advanced so much, we shall not only 
not increase the amount, but may have to 
reduce to less than 2,400 tons.

The Respite Signed. 

Governor Northen returned from Chicka- 
mauga yesterday morning early, and, after 
passing an hour or two at the mansion, went 
direct to the statehouse. 

Mr. Hamilton, Douglas and Mr. W. T. 
Moyers, two of Ozburn’s attorneys, were await- 
ing the governor's arrival. 

They wanted the respite made out and 
signed. 

The governor heard them through and then 
assured them that the papers would soon be 
in the hands of the sheriff. The attorneys 
withdtew thoroughly satisfied and a few 
minutes later the governor wrote the respite. 

It reads: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ATLANTA, Ga.. June 28, 1891.—To the Sheriff of 
Fulton County: 

Whereas, Charles M. Ozburn, convicted of the 
offense of murder, has been sentenced by the 
superior court of said county to be executed on 
the 26th of June instant; and 

Whereas, Upon representation made to the 
ordinary of said county, that the said Ozburn, 
since his trial and conviction, has become insane, 
the sheriff of said county impaneled a jury to 
make inquisitions concerning said alleged in- 
bg and 

- Whereas, It is officially certified to this depart- 
ment by the ordinary of said county, that on the 
trial of said question of insanity the jury afore- 
gaid found and so affirmed by their verdict the 
said Ozburn to be sane; and 
. Whereas, The said jury, composed of law-abid- 
Ang and highly intelligent citizens, in view of the 
greatly enfeebled condition of said Ozburn, aggra- 
vated doubtless by the excitement and fatigue of 
said trial, have unanimously requested that a 
respite from the execution of said sentence be 
granted said Ozburn. 

Now, therefore, in deference to said request you 
are hereby ordered and directed to suspend 
and postpone the éxécution of said Charles 
orburn until Friday, the 24th day of

GNIVERSITY

Goes Out Because the Board of Trustees 
Don't Sustain Some Measures Dr. Nun- 
nally in Atlanta Talks About It. 


Rey. Dr, G. A. Nunnally, president of Mer- 
cer university, was in Atlanta yesterday. 

He only spent part of the day here, but dur- 
ing that time was surrounded by a group of 
friends discussing the matter of the resigna 
3 the faculty which took place the day 


This resignation has created quite a sensa- 
tion among the friends of the college and the 
Baptists generally. Among the professors who 
resigned are men who have been conuected 
with the college for years, and men who com- 
mand the respect and admiration of all. 

The news of the step taken by them created 
quite a commotion here, and many gathered 
around Dr. Nunnally to hear the particulars. 

To a reporter Dr. Nunnally had nothing to 
say. He stated that no good could be done 
and besides he could not in- honor say any- 
thing of the matter. 

His friends here, however, say something 
about the resignation and the cause for it. 

They say Dr. Nunnally is absolutely in the 
right. 

The action of the faculty, they say, is, as 
given out, due to differences between the presi- 
dent and the members. Since Dr. Nunnally’s 
administration a very liberal and progressive 
policy has been pursued. He has attempted 
to get out of the old rut and make the ‘college 
what it should be. In this he was assisted by 
the trusteés, but the faculty could not agree in 
the new departure. On this account there has 
been dissensions of a quiet nature during the 
year. The culmination was reached in the 
resignation in a body of the faculty. 

This is the gist of the talk of the friends of 
the président, but he refuses to talk. He 
merely says he is now traveling in the interest 
fo the college, and is sure next year will see 
the largest and Jest attendance yet had. 

Jam sure Dr. Nunnally is entirely in the 
right,“ said one of that gentleman’s warmest 
admirers. ‘‘He went to Mercer and has suc- 
ceeded in less than a year in raising the attend- 
ance from a hundred to nearly threé hundred. 
He has infused new life into every department 
and has made the old college take a great and 
progressive step. 

“He has attempted and succeeded in making 
a great step forward, but has not been assisted 
by all of the faculty. They bave been there 
so long that they have gotten into ruts they 
can't get outof. When the president tried to 
get them into a new and progressive state they 
revolted. The president was backed by the 
trustees, and, although some of the faculty 
tried, they could not have anything done 
againstthe president. It was both his and 
the trustees’ desire to change and broaden the 
curriculum and make it different and higher, 
and the efforts of those of the faculty who op- 
posed them could have no effect. 

So they determined to make a ten-strike. 
They thought the college couldn't got along 
without them and would rather displace the 
president than let them go. 

“They resigned. A motion was immedi- 
ately made and seconded to accept the resig- 
nation. A more conservative policy was 
adopted, however, and the facuity was asked 
to withdraw their resolution until the 13th of 
June. They ate good men, and itis hoped 
they will retract their rash step. If they do 
not, other men will be gotten in their places. 

Dr. Nunnally is doing more for the college 
than any man ever did. He has put the 
studentsin a position where they can learn 
100 per cent more and has greatly increased the 
number. 

The trustees are with him in this work for 
reformation, and the stand will be kept.“ 

A great deal of feeling has been aroused 
about the matter and it will be watched with 
a great deal of interest. 

he members of the faculty have many 
friends as well as the president, and those 
most deeply interested in the college greatly 
regret the matter. 

Dr. Nunnally seemed to take it coolly and 
says he is going on doing his best for the 
college.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—Pessimists were on top in 
Wall street again today, and more animation in stocks 
was accompanied by a material depression all along 
the line. The immediate cause of this state of affairs 
was the renewal of gold shipments on a large scale; 
with the consequent destruction of confidence of the 
bullish element in the market and the encouragement 
of further additions to the short account. In addition 
ta the shipments of gold, advices from the other side 
were not very reassuring, and all sorts of wild asser- 
tions having for their tenor such ideas as that the 
United States is drifting rapidiy to a silver basis, and 

hat gold, which is now going out, will never come 
back, found listeners. New selling naturally enhancod 
the amount of business done, and trading today was 
more active than for a week past, but the aggregate 
was still small and fluctuations were not specially wide. 
Richmond and West Point was the feature of the day, 
developing the most pronounced weakness on vague and 
unsatisfactory rumors, some affecting the financial 
condition of the company, while others referred to 
selling to liquidation of accounts of a noted broker 
whom a late misfortune has rendered incapable of at- 
tending to his own affairs. Later Cordage was sold off 
rapidly from 100% to 95 on the uncovering of stop or- 
ders. Industrials were the weakest features of the 
afternoon, butthe decline in the railroad list was 
stopped only with the close of business, though the 
movement in the last hour was scarcely perceptible. 
Among railroad stocks Coalers were probably the 
weakest, and Jersey Central especially so. The im- 
portant losses, however, are all in stocks which are 
known as specialties, while everything shared in the 
decline. The market closed dull but heavy at the low- 
est figures of the day. Sales of listed 174,000 shares;

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, June 26.—The feeling was bullish in the 
wheat pit at the opening today, and for the first min- 
ute or so July was taken at le advance over the 
closing prices of yesterday, though deferred futures 
were not so strong, but the situation was quickly re- 
versed; early buyers turned sellers and a pronounced 
break in prices was the result, July closing 1½e lower 
than yesterday. The higher opening was due to the 
published reports of the storm in Iowa and elsewhere 
yesterday and day before. The bullishly inclined were 
met at the outset by the flood of selling orders from 
New York and St. Louis. Dispatches from the interior 
not only reported clear and fine weather today in most 
parts of the winter wheat region, but said that the ef- 
fect and extent of yesterday’s storms had been greatly 
exaggerated. Later advices from abroad were very 
depressing; Beerbohm quoted Liverpool 1 penny lower, 
and London cabled 6 cents lower. A dispatch from 
Antwerp said: “Market demoralized; almost impossi- 
ble to get bids.“ Some French advices said that while 
Paris was quoted firm, quotations were 10@30c lowcr. 
Another cause for depression was dispatches received 
from the other side saying that foreign wants seemed 
to be amply provided for, and that it was very difficult 
to sell the wheat to arrive. 

Corn started firm, partly from the storms reported 
to have prevailed yesterday, and partly im sympathy 
with wheat. July sold during the first few minutes to 
53 * 54e. But these prices proved so attractive that a 
flood of long corn came on the market and short sell- 
ers became active. July soon went to 33. There was 
then some reaction, but when the estimated heavy re- 
ceipts for tomorrow were made known there was an- 
other weak spot, and July sold to 5240. It rallied to 
530. but broke again to 52%c, and closed a shade 
higher. 

Oats followed the course of corn pretty closely, and 
was also infiuenced some by wheat. 

There was a good trade in provisions, and fiuctua- 
tions were confined to narrow limits.
